The  above  described  street  vacation  has  the  approval  of  all 
departments  except  the  Plan  Commission.  The  Planning  Director 
is  opposed  because  the  two  houses  affected  would  no  longer  front 
on  a public  street,  which  is  a violation  of  the  Municipal  Code. 

He  also  believes  that  Forest  Avenue  may  be  opened  to  Carew  Street 
in  the  future.
